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IS IT A SIN TO 
USE TOBACCO? 


In the face of the scriptures, and af- 
ter reading what professional men, 
who are supposed to and claim to 
know the truth, say about it, we are 
fully persuaded to believe that it is a 
sin to use tobacco. Isaiah 55:2 says, 
Wherefore do ye spend money for that 
which is not bread. Paul says, Cleanse 
yourselves from all filthiness of the 
flesh and spirit, perfecting Holiness 
in the fear of the Lord. 

Do you believe a man could perfect 
Holiness in himself, and use tobacco? 
I for one certainly do not beli¢ve he 
could. For Paul says, Whatsoever ye 
eat or drink or whatsoever ye do, do 
all to the glory of God. I do not think 
a man can use tobacco to the glory of 
God. 

There are many people who claim to 
be Christians, who are bound with the 
tobacco habit, and claim it’s no sin 
to use tobacco, but most of them will 
admit that it is a filthy habit. So, if 
it is a filthy habit, surely it must be 
a sin to use it. In the first place we 
spend our money foolishly, and for 
something that is worthless, and in- 
jurious to our health, and in many 
cases our families are lacking for 
things they actually need, but tobac- 
co must come, regardless of their 
needs. And these same people who 
profess to be Christians, when called 
on for money for orphan homes or for 
any other good cause, will say, I am 
not able to help for I can hardly feed 
my family. But they can spend from 
fifty cents to a dollar each week for 
tobacco, cigarettes and cigars. 

Listen what Dr. Stokes says about 
the use of tobacco. We have said but 
little about the evil effects of tobacco, 
because we had not supposed it neces- 
sary. Everyone knows that tobacco is a 
vicious poison and most injurious to 
the human system. Henry Ford and 
* Thos. A. Edison are now waging a 
fight against it’s use, backed by some 
of the largest employers of labor in 
the country who will no longer em- 
ploy cigarette fiends on account of 
their worthlessness. 

Mr. Edison who has made an e€X 
haustive chemical research of cigar- 
ettes says: “I find in addition to nico- 
tine, that in the burning of cigarette 
paper there is formed a poison called 
acrolein which has a violent action on 
the nerve centers, producing a degen- 
eration of the cells of the brain which 
is permanent and uncontrollable. I 
employ no person who smokes cigar- 
ettes, if I know it.” 

Tobacco smoke contains, besides 
acrolien, furfual carbon monoxide, 
and pussice acid, all of them deadly 
poisons. ; 

Such men as Judge Lindsay, Connie 
Mack, Grantland Rice, Mike Donovan, 
Ty Cobb, Dr. Wiley and Hudson Max- 
im the inventor, have all gone on rec- 
ord against the use of tobacco, espe- 
cially cigarettes. Hudson Maxim says: 
“The cigarette is a maker of invalids, 
criminals and fools.” 

If you think topacco Is not injuri- 
ous, I only ask you to note these facts 
brought out in examining men for 
army service, Out of 67 graduates from 
medical colleges who applied to enter 
the medical department of the army, 
43 were declined because of tobacco 
heart. What is tobacco heart? It is a 
condition of weak, nervous heart with 
irregular action, often accompanied 
by twinges of pain in the heart area. 

Tobacco does injure the heart, 
nerves, stomach and eyesight. It dulls 
the sense of taste, and sense of hear- 
ing. Tobacco is especially ruinous to 
the sexual system. The sexual appe 
tite is impaired and dulled; very fre- 
quently sterility and impotence occur, 
leaving the victim a puerile, pitiful 
wreck, never dreaming that tobacco 
was the direct cause. If for no other 
reason this ought to make the average 
man think twice before using tobacco 
again. 

Tobacco injures the eyesight. Don’t 
take my word for it. Send five cents 
to American Medical Association, 
Chicago, Ill, and ask them to send 
you a copy of “How Whiskey, Tobacco 
and Drugs Affect the Eyes.” Read for 
yourself how nicotine affects the optic 
nerve and sight. Send to Henry Ford, 
ask for his booklet on injurious af- 
fects of tobacco. 

You know that tobacco is hurting 
you and that it is a foolish and ex- 
pensive habit. Tobacco is certainly a 
poison to your system, It is an injury 
to your health, your pocketbook, your 
personal appearance, to your family 
and friends. How would you like to

1. It is God’s choice for His people 
from before the foundation of the 
world. “Blessed be the God and Father 
of our Lord Jesus Christ, who hath 
blessed us with all spiritual blessings 
in heavenly places in Christ. Accord- 
ing as he hath chosen us in him be 
fore the foundation of the world, that 
we should be holy and without blame 
before him in love.” Eph. 1:3,4. 

2. It is God’s will that we should 
be sanctified. “For this is the will of 
God, even your sanctification. * * * 
That every one of you should know 
how to possess his vessel in sanctifica- 
tion and honor. For God hath not eall- 
ed us unto uncleanness, but unto holi- 
ness.” 1 Thess. 4:4, 5, 7. “Then said 
he, Lo, I come to do thy will, O God. 
He taketh away the first that he may 
establish the second. By the which will 
we are sanctified through the offering 
of the body of Christ once for all.” 
Heb. 10:9, 10. 

3. God has sworn that we might 
have the blessing and live the life. 
“The oath which he sware to our fa- 
ther Abraham, that he would grant 
unto us, that we being delivered out 
of the hand of our enemies might 
serve him without fear, in holiness 
and righteousness before him, all the 
days of our life.” Luke 1:73-75. 

4. The blood of Christ was shed 
to sanctify the people. ‘Wherefore 
Jesus also, that he might sanctify the 
people with his own blood, suffered 
without the gate. Let us go forth 
therefore unto him without the camp, 
bearing his reproach.” Heb. 13:12,13. 

“Of how much sorer punishment 
suppose ye, shall he be thought wor- 
thy, who hath trodden under foot the 
Son of God, and hath counted the 
blood of the covenant, wherewith he 
was sanctified, an unholy thing.” Heb. 
10:29. “For if the blood of bulls and 
goats, and the ashes of an _ heifer 
sprinkling the unclean, sanctifieth to 
the purifying of the flesh: how much 
more shalt the blood of Christ, who 
through the eternal Spirit offered 
himself without spot to God, purge 
your conscience from dead works to 
serve the living God.” Heb. 9:13,14. 
“We are sanctified through the offer- 
ing of the body of Jesus Christ once 
for all.” Heb. 10:10. 

5. The Holy Ghost stands ready to 
apply the blood and execute the work 
of sanctification and witness to it. 
“Elect according to the foreknowledge 
of God the Father, through sanctifica- 
tion of that Spirit, unto obedience and 
sprinkling of the blood of Jesus 
Christ.” 1 Pet. 1:2. “That I should be 
the minister of Jesus Christ to the 
Gentiles, ministering the gospel of 
God, that the offering up of the Gen- 
tiles might be acceptable, being sanc- 
tified by the Holy Ghost.” Rom. 15:16. 
“God hath from the beginning chosen 
you through sanctification of the 
Spirit and belief of the truth.” 2 Thes. 
2:18. 

6. Jesus and Paul prayed that their 
eonverts might be sanctified. “I pray 
not for the world, but for them which 
thou hast given me; for they are 
mine. They are not of the world, even 
as I am not of the world. Sanctify 
them through thy truth; thy word is 
truth. And for their sakes I sanctify 
myself, that they also might be sanc- 
tified through the truth.” John 17:9, 
16, 17, 19. “Night and day praying ex- 
ceedingly that we might see your face, 
and might perfect that which is lack- 
ing in your faith? To the end he may 
establish your hearts unblameable in 
holiness. And the very God of peace 
sanctify you wholly; and I pray God 
your whole spirit and soul and body 
be preserved blameless unto the com- 
ing of our Lord Jesus Christ.” 1 Thess. 
3:10, 13; 5:23. 

7. God commands His people to be 
holy. “Sanctify yourselves therefore, 
and be ye holy: for I am the Lord 
your God.” Ley. 20:7. “But as he which 
has called you is holy, so be ye holy 
in all manner of conversation; be 
cause it is written, Be ye holy; for I 
am holy.” t Pet. 1:15, 16. 

8. The way to heaven is a way of 
holiness and but few find it. “And an 
highway shall be there and a way, and 
it shall be called the way of holiness: 
the unclean shall not pass over it.” 
Isa. 35:8. “Because strait is the gate, 
and narrow is the way, which leadeth 
unto life, and few there be that find 
it.’ Matt. 7:14.

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Is It a Sin To Use 
~ Tobacco? 
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(Continued from page one) 


have your mother , wife or sweetheart 
use tobacco? If it is good for you, why 
not for them. Do you want your chil- 
dren to use it? Can you honestly think 
of a single reason why you should use 
it? It is said that tobacco is a nerve 
sedative, a soother. That is all poppy- 
cock and you know it. Tobacco is a 
nerve wrecker, an irritant. I used to- 
bacco for twenty years and know what 
it did to me, and I know what it has 
done for thousands of others. The 
championship of the world in rifie 
shooting was held by the Swiss for 
seventeen years, always by men who 
did not use tobacco. Nine years ago, 
and the following year, the champion- 
ship was won by an American boy, my 
own son, who never used tobacco in 
his life. He broke all world’s records 
because his nerves were dependable. 

As to tobacco being injurious, I am 
going to quote below from a few un- 
questionable authorities for fear you 
may think I am prejudiced in the mat- 
ter. 

In fifty years no tobacco user ever 
won first honors at Harvard Univer- 
sity, Henry W. Longfellow; Tobacco 
produces insanity, I am fully confi- 
dent, Dr. Woodward, Supt. Mass. In- 
sane Asylum. A man with a tobacco 
heart is as badly off as a drunkard, 
Dr. Bowditch, Chairman Mass. Board 
of Health; Tobacco eauses blindness, 
Dr. George Critchell, London Oculist; 
Half of our patients are the victims 
of tobacco, Dr. Prince, Supt. Insane 
Asylum, Northamton, Mass.; I can tell 
the boy who uses tobacco by his ab- 
solute inability to draw a clean, 
straight line, Prof. Oliver, Annapolis 
Naval Academy; Tobacco is a poison, 
paralyzes the heart, produces harden- 
ing of the arteries and cirrhosis of the 
liver, damages the kidneys, causes 
cancer and general wreck and havoc 
throughout the body, Dr. J. H. Kel- 
logg, Battle Creek Sanitarium, Mich.; 
The human body absorbs nicotine like 
a sponge. Anyone who uses it to excess 
will sooner or later lie on a hospital 
bed with cancer of lips, tongue, throat, 
stomach or liver, or perhaps broken 
arteries or defective kidneys, Dr. 
Joseph L. Conrcy, Specialist, Cincin- 
nati, Ohio. An excessive tobacco user 
may absorb as much as 8 or 10 drops 
of wood alcohol a day out of the tobac- 
co. This may cause partial blindness, 
Dr. William Brady; The arch enemy 
of middle age and beyond is cancer. 
Cancer of the lips, tongue and stom- 
ach, is on the increase, as the habit 
of smoking is on the increase. Dr. Wil- 
liam J. Mayo, Surgeon, Rochester, 
Minn.; Six of the officers under me 
died from cancer of the throat brought 
on by the use of tobacco. Gen. Nelson 
A. Miles; After exhaustive experi- 
ments we must come to the conclusion 
that nicotine poisoning causes arterial 
schlerosis, general nervousness, excit- 
ability, excessive worry, attacks of Jiz- 
ziness, high blood pressure, cancer, 
sleeplessness, loss of memory, defec- 
tive eye sight, loss of sexual power 
and general loss of mental activities. 
Prof. G. Van Bunge, University of 
Basel; Tobacco causes high blood pres- 
sure by stimulation of the adrenal 
glands which control vasomotor ten- 
sion of the arteries. Harvard Labora- 
tory test have shown that on an aver- 
age, the smoking of one cigar will raise 
the blood pressure ten degrees. If you 
have high blood pressure can you run 
the risk? : 

Some may think because we are 
warning people against the use of to- 
bacco that we are meddling where we 
have no business—but that is not the 
purpose at all—we do it for the in- 
terest we have for our fellowman. It 
does not cost us anything, nor does 
it hurt us for people to use tobacco, 
but it does hurt them—therefore for 
the love and interest we have for their 
welfare, it is our duty to try to show 
them its evil and harmful effects, and 
warn them against its use. 

Now if these men know what they 
are talking about, and have gfven facts 
concerning the use of tobacco it ought 
to be convincing proof to any sound 
thinking person that it is a filthy and 
expensive habit, and is injurious to the 
health, and if this is facts it is a sin 
to use it. Therefore preachers in every 
church ought to preach against its use, 
as well as all other sin. And expell it 
from the church.
